The term coach Is derived from the French 
coclie, ft diminutive form of the Latin 
eonchula, aslieli, in which form the lueiy 
of such conveyance« w.is originally fa« *fi 
ioned. 
Coupe b French In origin, being derived 
from the verb couper (eoopay), to cut. This 
was considered an appropriate designation 
because It gr« *atly ri« embl4Mi « coach with 
the front part cut off. 
The particular form of carriage known as 
the tilbury at one time very fashionable, 
but now seldom seen—-was so called from a 
sporting gentleman <<f London who re­ 
joiced in the cognomen of Tilbury. 
Seldom, if ever, is the full terra omnibus 
applied to those lumbering vehicle» . W ith 
the characteristic brevity of English speak­ 
ing race« the title has been change« ! to bus. 
These were first seen in Paris in 1827, the 
orig in a l 11am« Ireing nothing more than 
the Latin word signifying "for all.” 
The word sulky, as applied to a wheeled 
conveyance, had its origin In t he fact that 
when it first appeared the person who saw 
it considered that none but a sulky, selfish 
man would ride in such an affair, which 
afforded accommodation to but one in­ 
dividual. 
The strange title was never 
changed. 
Cab Is an abbreviation <>f tiny Italian 
capriola, which is changed to cabriolet 
(cabriolay) in French. 
Doth words have a 
common derivative cabriole- signifying a 
goat's leap. 
The exact, reason forgiving 
it this strange appellation is unknown, un 
leas because of the lightness and spring!- 
ness of t ii»* vehicle in its original form.- Do 
troit Free Press.
